Hon, J. R. Boyle, attorney general, 
announces that the executive counci! 
of the provincial governmenty has 
agreed to turn over to the treasury of 
municipalities all fines collected in the 
local police courts for infractions of 
the liquor act, where prosecutions and 
convictions are obtained by the police 
of that municipality. 

*This new order will have the most 
important application in the cities*of 
Edmonton, Calgary, Lethbridge and 
Medicine Hat where an agitation has 
been under way for some time to se- 
cure more than one-third of the police 
court fines as has been allowed hither- 
to by the provincial government. The 
new ruling by the attorney general, 
however will apply to all cities, towne, 
villages and municipal districts in the 
province where municipal 
maintained, 

Will Help Both Ways. 

Hon, Mr. Boyle hopes to see even 
more rigid prosecution in the cities 
and towns by the municipal police as 
a result of returning all the fines thus 
collected under the liquor act.

There is a large but somewhat | 
prevalent delusion that it is 
cheaper to own one’s home than} 
it is to rent.

“conditions. In fact, it costs more, 
in doijars aud cenis, in work and; 
worry; for which, of course, the 
home-owner has the satisfaction of 
knowing that his rates cannot be 
. jumped overnight, and his family 

obliged to hunt for a house arid! 
take what they can get. But that! 
is the only advantage the owner| 
has under ordinary conditions, and | 
he pays for it, in investment, in-| 
terest, up-keep, depreciation and) 
axes. } 

The rental tax would not, there-| 

fore, in any sense give the home-| 
owner an advantage at the ex-| 
expense of the home-renter.  It/| 
would only call upon the renter to 
do what the owner has to do, and 
has always had to do—pay a} 
share toward the cost of keeping! 
the streets and lanes clean, pro-! 
viding police and fire protection, | 
and carying on the other services| 
| from which a tenant gets as much | 
benefit as a property owner. 

The renter who has been a resi-| 
dent of the city for some years! 
may also take into account what) 
he has escaped in the past.

enough to pay taxes , insurance, 
lepreciation and other carrying 
charges, to say nothing of interest 
on the tied-up capital. But the 
owner had to pay the taxes, 
whether the rent was high or low, 
or the city seized the property and 
his investment was gone, That 
unhappy fate has overtaken a 
good many people. It threatens 
to overtake more unless the tax 
system is changed so as to distri 
bute the cost over all who share 
in the benefit. The renter has es 


eaped the loss of carrying the pro-! 


perty he occupied over the years 
when it was an expense to the 
owner, has avoided the risk and 
the worry of losing what the pro- 
perty cost, and has been supplied 
With the services the city pro 
vides at the expense of the man 
who had to stand this loss and run 
this risk. 
be taken into account in consider- 
ing the fairness of the proposed 
rent tax. 

It is claimed, of course, that the 
tenant pays the taxes when he 
pays rent. There was a time in 
Edmonton when that could be 
held to be in a sense true. But 
that time has gone, and is not 
likely to return soon. In recent 
years the owner has been fortun 
ate if he did not have to go down 
into his own pocket for the taxes 
and a share of the other carrying 
charges, besides Parapet Tinos of 
getting a return from his invest- 
ment. And meantime thé city has 
to be kept going, and its debts 
paid, or it will go into a condition 
that will be disastrous for both 
owner and renter. 

The rental tax, if such is impos- 
ed, will not be unavoidable. Those 
who object upon principle, or who 
think the man who owns _ his 
own home gets: off more easily, 
may escape tlie tax by becoming 


home-owners. The city has a vast) 


amount of property that has been 
taken over from people who. could 
not get enough out of it to pay the 
taxes. This property can be bought 
for the amount of the arrears 
against it. If one effect of a 
tax was to induce people who have 
been renting to buy up some of the 
vacant lots and put houses on 
them, the end would justify the 
means from the standpoint of con- 
serving the solvency of the city 
and assuring its future. The city 
needs nothing more than that a 
larger proportion of its residents 
should become owners of their own 
homes, 

Whatever is to: be said against 
a tax on rentals, it is based on the 


fundamentally sound principle 
that everyone who enjoys the 
benefits of civie expenditure 


should be called on to pay his | 


share .of the taxes.
